REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 753, 755, 756, 758, 759, 766, 767, 772-780, 782-794, 796, 799, and 845- 
860 are pending and have been allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, Borghesi (US PAT# 5,950,169), teaches a graphical user 
interface that assists in assessment of a vehicle that has been in an accident and 
includes matching of sets of impact points and groups stored in the system to the 
impact points of the vehicle that was in the accident. Borghesi neither alone or in 
combination with other prior art teaches wherein the comparison is performed by 
automatically searching database tables comprising pairs of impact points for 
vehicles associated with a roadway configuration/accident type combination 
specified for the past or theoretical vehicle accidents, and finding a closest match 
for the impact points and roadway configuration/accident type combination of the 
real accident, then determining an estimate of liability based on this result.
